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Popery--the repudiation of the doctrines and claims of the Church of Rome. 
: To others it represents a free and easy attitude to divine truth—an unlimited 


use of the right of “ private judgment” ; while to others again Protestan- 

tism is synonymous with sectarianism, expressing itself in a multiplicity of 
denominational allegiances. 

‘The word Protestant needs to be set free from the false and unworthy associa- - 
tions which have gathered round it and to be interpreted again in accordance 
with the historical and etymological derivation of the word. An attempt to 
achieve this end is made in the recently publislied volume entitled The 


_ Catholicity of Protestantism.*' Edjted by R. Newton Flew and Rupert 
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elucidate the meaning of Protestantism in the interests of Christian reunion. 
The work is in some respects a “reply” to Catholicity, the report put out 
in 1947 by an Anglo-Catholic group, and it does not hesitate to expose the 
falsehoods and fallacies expressed in that document with regard to Protestant 
principles and belicfs. At the same time the present report is: distinctly 
constructive in character and fulfils a most useful purpose in making clear 
the basis of Protestantism and expounding its fundamental tenets. 


* * * 


HE word Protestant has as its primary meaning a declaration of faith. 

It is derived from the Latin protestari, and thus signifies a “ witness 

” for” the truth. In its modern ecclesiastical sense the word dates back 
to the German Imperial Diet of Spires in 1529, when the reforming members 
of the Diet drew up a solemn Protestation as expressive of their beliefs. In 
seekin define their position they made the following statement : 


“\There is, we affirm, no sure preaching or doctrine but that which abides . ey 


by the Word of God. According to God’s command no other doctrine 


should be preached. . . . We are determined by God's grace and aid to 
abide by God’s Word alone, the Holy Gospel contained in the Biblical books 


of the Old and New Testaments. This Word alone should be preached, and 
nothing that is contrary to it. It is the only Truth. It/is the sure rule of all 


Christian doctrine and conduct. It can never fail us or deceive us.” 


The significance of this carly “ Protestant.” declaration is twofold. 


First, it is positive and not negative—an enunciation of truth rather than a 
denunciation of error. Second, it is concerned with the recovery of some- 
thing old, not with the introduction of somcthing new. It is an affirmation 
Of the Bible as the rule of faith for the Church. It is a return to the Apostolic 
. Gospel. It is ultimately a declaration of allegiance to our Lord Jesus Christ. 
This is the genius of Protestantism ; and once this fact is grasped, several 
very important consequences follow. 

For one thing, it is clear that there is no antithesis between the terms 
Protestant and Catholic. All too often in common speech the words are 


contrasted, as though they were opposites : whereas in actual fact they mean | 


very much the same thing. For in the carly Church that was judged to be 
“ Catholic” which was in harmony with scripturai truth and order: The 
_ word was employed to define and safeguard the Apostolic Faith in face of 
heretical perversions of the Gospel. Hence rightly understood, these two 
great words Catholic and Protestant, far from being opposed to one another, 
_ are one in that they both affirm their fundamental loyalty to the teaching 
and practice of the primitive Church. As it has been said, Protestantism is 


Catholicism rediscovered and reinstated in its Apostolic purity. -In other —

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BOOK REVIEWS 


IN THE LAND OF HIS LOVE, by 
Minnie Linpsay CARPENTER. (Epworth 
Press, 6 -.) 


Mrs. Carpenter and her husband, the 

late General George Carpenter of the 
Salvation Army, were on their way home 
to Australia for retirement in the winter of 
1946-7 when the opportunity was given 
them to spend several weeks in the Holy 
Land.

“Dunng the night a Baby cried—and 
into the world that He had made, came the 
Son of God in likeness of a little Child.” 

This is a charming work—an ideal gift 
book. Cur only criticism is a negative one : 
the fact that it contains no photographs of 
the sacred scenes so vividly described. But 
no doubt this would have added to the 
cost of the book, and in any case what the 
publishers and author have given us is 
excellent value. 


THE MAN IN THE STREET. Good 
News According to. St. Matthew. 
(British and Foreign Bible Society, 6d ) 


This is the first of a series of publications 
presenting the four Gospels in ‘‘magaz.ne™ 
icrm. The page is large, measuring 12 in. 
by 9 in., and accompanying the text of 
the Gospel (in the Authorised Version) is 
a series of very fine photographs and two 
useful maps—-one a relief map of Galilee 
in the time of Christ, and the other a plan 
of ancient Jerusalem. The text is broken 
up into sections and sub-sections, with 
cross-headings freely inserted, and the total 
result is a version of St. Matthew's Gospel 
likely to catch the eye of the casual reader 
who would probably never think of opening 
a Bible. | 

The British and Foreign Bible Society is 
to be congratulated on this enterprising 
venture in Bible publication. 


C.MS. PUBLICATIONS 


The C.M.S. Adventures of Faith Series 
of booklets, which contain surveys of 
different mission fields, now covers two 
more countries. A. H. Casson writes No. 12 
on The Southern Sudan, and Fileen Crowley 
No. 13 on Travancore. The booklets cost 
9d. each. Another booklet of the same 
price. is entitled Mukono, written by the. 
Rev. J. V. Taylor. It is an account of the 
Bishop Tucker Memorial College, Mukono, 
Uganda, describing a successful experiment 
in African college corhmunity life. 

Seven Whole Days (1/6) is a record of a 
typical week on a country mission station 
in Kenya, East Africa.

SCOTTISH JOURNAL OF THEOLOGY, 
edited by T. F. Torrance and J. K. S.

The Scottish Journal of Theology un- 
doubtedly represents a high level of 
theological thinking, but at the same time 
it is thoroughly readable to the non- 
specialist. In the original issue the Editorial 
explained that the journal was “ born of 
the conviction that theology is a_ task 
urgent upon the whole Church.” In the. 
issue before us (March, 1950) there are 
articles on such subjects as * The Theology 
of Luther's Lectures on Romans,” Recent. 
Anglican Theology,” and, in addition, 
detailed studies of a passage in St. Mark’s 
Gospel, the meaning of the word ** Hope ”’ 
in, the New Testament, and ithe doctrine

The Editors are two well-known Re- 
formed scholars in the Church of Scotland, 
but it is clear that no definite theological 
position is represented exclusively in this 
journal. 

Those who sponsor it seek to produce a 
medium for theological discussion over a 
wide field, and we can readily concede that 
they have succeeded in doing this.
